Overmatched as the Confederacy is in 


numbers and resources, it is only by mo- 
bilizing its armies, and giving them, so to 
speak, 
ty, that it can hope in gome 


degree to equalize the contest; and in the 
happy combination of audacity and pru- 
dence which this mode of warfare requires, 
Gen. Lee has proved himself to have no 
living superior. Ho has a military chest 
of about $3,000,000 in gold, furnished by 
the Richmond banki, and with this he can 
assuredly do in a loyal country what even 
an enemy boasts of having done, and, at 
all events, tho subsistence of his army 
most b3 loss difficult than in a beleaguer- 
ed city. Nor need we havo any uneasi- 
ness about his arsenals and stores. The 
Confederate armies are at present better 
equipped than during the first three years 
of the war, and with the exception of 
heavy artillery which is now no longer 
needed, have always looked to the enemy's 
well-provided trains as their chief source 
of supplies. 


When the curtain again rises it will be 


upon that second stage of war which we 
have of late constantly foreshadowed in 
these columns—a stage upon which we 
look hopefully because it gives the Con- 
federates for the -first time the full benefit 
of their vast territory, which have hereto- 
fore served the enemy more than them- 
selves; and it inaugurates tactics of all 
others best adapted to their genins, and 
least to that of their adversary.

of prestige in the eyes of Europe there un- 
questionably is in entering on this second 
stage of the war, but that prestige has 
proven barren, and has already been too 
dearly bought. 


Heretofore the war has been conducted 


as between two great rival powers, appeal- 
ing on equal terms to the arbitration of 
arms in some quarrel for a frontier right; 
but now, after an experience so anamalout 
that no human foresight could have antic- 
ipated it, it is more than questionable 
whether it would not have been wiser if 
this second stage had been made the first 
—if the formation of a permanent consti 
tution and the cumbersome machinery of 
a firmly-seated government had been post- 
poned until the return of peace, and if the 
war had been waged more in accordance 
with the necessities of the country than 
with tho formalities of a rank among na- 
tions which has not been recognized. We 
trust that the lessons of this experience 
will be brought into practice, ana agility 
replace the trial of strength which has 
failed. 


Let the archives be deposited in some 


safe and secret place, and let the President 
and his Cabinet fix their seat of govern- 
ment at Gen. Lee's headquarters. We are 
not so presumptuous as to deny that further 
misfortunes may befall this brave and de- 
voted people. There may yet be behind 
this second stage another, and yet anoth- 
er. There may be a stage e»en beyond 
these, when the pregnant epigram of the 
Times, now premature, may become true ; 
that if a war, the struggle is drawing to 
a close; if a revolution, it has just begun 
But while we d_are gaze with our Confed- 
erate friends into the darkest vistas of a 
future_of reverses, we look cheerfully up- 
on their immediate prospects with a hope 
which has not its reason in our earnest 
wishes alone.
